Inform Students 


‘‘Good journalists must be able to write news stor- 
ies and to determine what is news,” emphasized Mr. 
Marshall Matlock, new adviser to the Arthur Hill 
News. Attracting and retaining the reader’s attention 
was sought through color pages and special depth re- 
ports on school activities and problems. 

“The purpose of depth reporting is to go behind the 
news, find out what is making the news, and make a 
thorough report to the public,” stated Douglas Schrems, 
who researched and compiled facts for his articles on 
the restricted budget of the Board of Education and on 
the millage proposal. An additional feature was that 
of increasing the publication from twelve to fifteen 
issues for the 1967-68 school year.

‘‘We’ve tried a new approach, which has appealed to 
the students and the school.” 

This year the News staff received the 1967. George 
H. Gallup Award and was credited with first place 
ratings from the Michigan Interscholastic Press Associ- 
ation, the National Press Association, and the Colum- 
bia Scholastic Press Association.

Mr. Donald Huebner, an 
M.S.U. graduate externing with Mrs. Louise Herm, ex- 
plained that the electronic computer, given a mathe- 
matical series of numbers, produced this design. 

Symbols of letters and numbers form a basis for the 
science of math. The answer sought for a problem does 
not always end the search, but often brings up a new 
quest for the unknown. Importance was placed on the 
quality of thought put into required written assignments 
and how they would benefit the students. Mrs. Herm 
emphasized that, ‘‘math students must think for them- 
selves.” 

There were six main math courses offered to students 
this year, varying from fundamental math to honors 
trigonometry.

From the simplest 
to the hardest problem, thought is developed, and from 
thought comes learning. 

In class math students experienced question and ans- 
wer discussions in which they developed the ability to 
formulate opinions and to come to definite conclu- 
sions.

Sth Hour Labs Provide Time for Science Students 


This year science students did not have to stop in the 
middle of drawing an amoeba, interrupt the formation 
of distilled water, or cease computing with the atomic 
weights of zinc, copper oxide, or water. For the first 
time, Arthur Hill’s honors science classes were sched- 
uled 7th hours. Students in these honors classes that 
had the long shift were given 8th hour study halls. As 
the time used to perform experiments, observe reac- 
tions, and record or draw observations is often exten- 
sive, the students in these classes were enabled to stay 
both 7th and 8th hours, therefore having two full hours 
of lab time in which to complete their experiments and 
make all necessary related calculations. 

The students as well as the instructors of these classes 
seemed to like the new schedule. When asked if they 
often utilized their new 8th hour lab periods, they re- 
plied that they often used their ‘9th hour” labs as well.

Heading the Saginaw school system is Dr. Jack P. 
Taylor, who began his duties on July 1, 1967, after 
Mr. Charles C. Coulter’s retirement last spring, 

Briefly after his arrival in the city, Dr. Taylor 
launched a_ plan concerning parents and _ students. 
His master plan was to improve relations between the 
school and the home. Although it is still in the plan- 
ning stage, he feels it is important to initiate a pro- 
gram to aid parents and students in the understanding 
of the purpose of the school. He also emphasized the 
necessities of ‘co-curricular’. rather than ‘‘extra-cur- 
ricular”’ activities in a student’s life as a vital part of 
a school. 

The superintendent is the youngest man to have 
held the position of Superintendent of Saginaw Schools, 
formerly holding the same post in Xenia, Ohio. Among 
the honors he has received are, a baccalaureate degree, 
a doctor’s degree from Ohio State University, a special 
degree in secondary education, and the E. E. Lewis 
Award in school administration.

1967-1968 Staff Cutbacks Due to Limited Funds 


In view of the millage defeat and the resulting in- 
adequate finances, the school administration of Sagi- 
naw found it necessary to make adjustments in the 
budget in the 1967-68 school year. 

Mr. Harold W. Giesecke, Arthur Hill’s principal, 
commented on the situation. He felt it was the aim of 
the administration to make students suffer least due 
to the lack of educational funds, although system-wide 
the staffs have been reduced. ‘“‘Everyone works just a 
little bit harder,’’ he added. 

It is obvious and apparent that a new way to supply 
schools with funds needs to be found. Mr. Giesecke 
suggested that a portion of state income tax is one 
source. 

Concerning last school year’s Board-Teacher nego- 
tiations, he said, ‘‘Teachers want to be and should be 
involved in decisions on plans which affect what goes 
on in the classroom.” In his opinion, relations between 
the administration and teachers appear “good”, but 
the entire situation was “upsetting” to everyone. 

The teacher shortage is another problem. Mr. Gie- 
secke said prospective teachers used to come to Arthur 
Hill because Arthur Hill was a prestige school. How- 
ever, the shortage is so acute that schools must com- 
pete for teachers by offering better salaries, better 
working conditions, and the opportunities to become a 
part of a “going” school system.

After the final game Coach Nestor expressed his

Draped Figures Show 
Artistic Abilities in 
Christmas Showcases

Talented students in art classes worked individually 
or in pairs to prepare Christmas scenes in the hall 
showcases. The first Christmas story and Santa Claus 
were among the ideas chosen to be portrayed.

While commercial art emphasized mechanical 
skill, studio art required more creativeness. Students 
could choose an area such as portraiture, watercolor, 
oil, or landscapes and work on developing skill in that 
field. 

Studio crafts was conducted on a similar basis. 
Among the areas to pursue were clay, wood, mosaic 
tile, stone cutting and polishing, and leather work.
